This task was 
expertly tackled by some three 
dozen eminent scholars brought 
together by 1he Georgetown 
University Center for Strategic 
and International Studies to 
produce a comprehensive vol- 
urmê . that ri a sound 
analysis of Soviet decision 
making. Seven working groups 
examined political, economic, 
social and cultural trends; 
militaty forces; Eastern Europe 
and foreign policy. 

The editor, Professor Robert 
Byrnes, discusses the critical 
choices facing the USSR, and 
comes to the depressing but 
justified conclusion that the’ 
leaders who emerge ' after 
Andropov will share the values 
of ıhose now at ihe top who 
selected them. He rightly argues 
that while {he Western allies can 
have litlle direct influence on 
how 1he Soviet leadership 
manages intemal affairs, they 
should “use their considerable 
strengths at appropriate times 
to contain ‘Soviet power”. By 
coordinating their policies they 
may be able “to nudge the 
Soviet Union into policies that 
make the system more tolerable 
for its citizens and less threaten- 
ing for the world".

It iS quıte 
another to do so In the event of an 
attack on Europe if the result ıs the 
destructıon of the US (as ın the film) 
as well as of the Soviet Unıon.

To make ıt yourself ai a tenth of 
the cost, you need ancthol. colouring 
and alcohol. The alcohol is no 
problem, ın small quantities. You 
can get 90° alcohol from French 
chemists, Lhough theoretically they 
are not supposed to sell you more 
than a quarter of a litre at a ime. [t 
is perfectly drinkable if you break it 
down lo half strength, and everyone 
makes his own liqueurs with it.

Sir, Your leader of December 3, ini 
assessing the significance of the 
Home Secretary's Initiative cOnCEM- 
ing certain life and long-term 
prisoners and announcing mn 2d 
vance how he proposes to use his 
statutory discretion to bar parole for 
certain categories of prisoner, 
recognises the new element which 
has now been introduced into the 
whole business, and even goes sO 

as t10 describe i1 as “a discrepant 
factor”. 

It goes on to justify this departure 
in two respects. The policy concern- 
ing parole has always recognised that 
il migh!i be against the public 
interest 10 release persons convicted 
of certain crimes. Secondly the 
introduction of parole occurred at a 
time when feith in the socalled 
“treatment” model remained strong, 
but this has now faded, so that more 
room is found for concepts of 
deterrence and retribution, 

Quite apart from the fact that 
parole provides evidence of 1ha 
continuing success of 1he “treat- 
ment” model, in that more people 
are kept from re-offending when 
released on parole than wher they 
are released without it, may I draw 
alention to another consideration? 

Rescarch findings show that 
parole works well {or all categories 
of risk. High-risk prisoners do rather 
berter on parole than medium and 
low-risk prisoners, but all are less 
often recon victed. Insofar as danger 
to the public is a consideration, 
parole reduces risk. 1 

Aayone who saw the recent 
television documenlary ODN SEX 
offenders in Maidstone prison 
cannot fall to have been impressed 
with the need for such prisoners to 
be released with help and support 
such as a parole licence might 
provide. 

It seems hard to justify denying 
parole to such offenders ın the last 
stages of their sentence. Parole has 
indeed a part to play in safeguarding 
society, whatever one’s views may 
be about the rehabilitative ideal,

For several weeks the pound has 
been falling toward E40.
